Doctors in Consultation Agree 
Absolute Rest Essential for 
Some Time 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2. — President 
Wilson is a “very sick man,” and his 
condition is less favorable, it wns said 
by Dr. C. T. Grayson, the president's 
physician, in a statement ‘ssued at ten 
o'clock tonight from the White house. 
Tho following bullstin was issued by 
br Grayson: 

“The president is a very sick man. 
His condition is less favorable and he 
res remained in bed throughout the 
| day. 

“After consultation with Dr. F. X. 
Decrum, of Philadelphia, Doctors Ster- 
ling, Ruffin and Stitt, of Washington, 
who all agreed as to his condition, It 
was determined that absolute rest is 
essential for some time.” 

Concern Expressed. 

There was much speculation in the 
capital tonight as to the president's 
real condition, and concern was gen- 
erally expressed. Earlier in the day 
Dr. Grayson made known that the 
president's physical condition was 
fairly strong and that his blood pres- 
sure was good. The president's age— 
he is approaching his sixty-third birth- 
day—it was explained, however, made 
fare watching of his condition essen- 
tial. 


CANADIAN CLOTH 
TAKING PLACE OF 
ENGLISH PRODUCT 


Mr. McKinnon Thinks Present Is 
No Time to Supply Foreign 
Markets 


TORONTO, Oct. 2.—That Canadian 
cloth is gradually’ being substituted in 
this country for the English product 
and that it is of better quality, was 
the statement made by Mr. McKinnon, 
manager of the clothing department 
of the Robert Simpson company at the 
resumed investigation by the board of 
commerce into the price of cloth. He 
stated that the company did business 
with the Patton firm of Sherbrooke. 

Showing increases in the price of 
English material Mr. McKinnon said 
that in some cases it had risen from 
six shillings to twenty-one shillings 
and from one shilling and a penny to 
six shillings and sixpence. The in- 
crease on some lines was as much as 
200 and 800 per cent, 200 per cent. 
being a fair average. Canadian lines 
were cheaper than English ones, he 
said, but high priced goods are still 
purchased in England. 

He was of the opinion that instead 
of the price of cloth being reduced ft 
was likely to increase further. He 
thought that the present was no time 
to supply foreign markets.

LONDON, Oct. 2.- Though it would 
be premature to abitdon hope of a 
lsettlement of the cs!lway strike the 
situation tonight has disappointed the 
expectation of su. arrangement 
resulting from the numerous conter- 
ences yesterday anu today, between 
the labor represoatativeg and th@ 
government, and the puaition ‘s again 
grave. James Thouias, general sec- 
retary of the nation’ union of rail- 
waymen, announced that the efforts 
to re-open the negotiatoins had col- 
lapsed owing to government refusal 
to go beyond its previous offer but 
appended that other unions than the 
railwaymen were continuing their ef- 
forts at mediation, but, while the 
strike continued, the railroad men 
would do nothing to hfnder medi- 
ation. 

After a conference of the exxecu- 
tive of the railwaymen and trans- 
jport workers, Mr. Thomas issued @& 
statement in wh-ch he said: 

“Rumors of a é6ettiement are in- 
correct. The negotiations have brok- 
en down inasmuch as the govern- 
ment offer does ot differ from that 
of Friday last.” 

Reluctant to Strike

will hold another meeting tomorrow, 
indicating that they are gtill reluctant 
to calling a strike.

F. Rannard, 
president of the Rannard Shoe com- 
pany, at today’s session of the board 
of commerce, a gross profit amount- 
ing to almost fifty per cent., is realized 
on every pair of highest priced C: 
nadian and American men’s and wo- 
men's and women's shoes sold by his 
company, Of the two, Canadian man- 
ufactured shoes bring in slightly bet- 


although the manufacturer's price 
was shown to be higher. 

That the cost of shoes to the public 
will be under government control next 
year, was intimated by Harry Whitla, 
K.C., the cross-examining attorney, 
when he sald: “Never mind worrying 
about what shoes will cost next year, 
we will have something to say about 
that, Mr. Rannard, It is the cost price 
and selling price o& shoes now that we 
want.” 

Mr. Rannard, 
mitted, when cross-questioned, that 
shoemen put their prices upon stock 
| already in the store when they be- 
|eome cognizant of an advance which 
| was threatening manufacturer's prices, 

The witness justified this practice 
to the commissfon on the ground that 
the retailer had to make the shift to 
get more capital with which to swing 
the next purchase at tho larger outlay. 
| Of chief interest to women was a 
\elassy black buck high shoe, costing 
| $19. This shoe is an American pro- 
duct and laid down in Winnipeg costs 
| the Rannard company $11.74. 
| For the men a Canadian shoe cost-

The 
purpose of an election is to let the 
people rule,—that is, give the vot- 


ers the opportunity to direct) 


whether the policy of the existing 
government shall be continued or 
not. The decision given by ma- 
jority vote is expressed in the elec- 
tion of candidates standing for or 
against the existing government 
and its policy. If it should be that 
eight opponents of the govern- 
ment are elected at the coming 
bye-elections there is no doubt 
that such an expression of opinion 
would result in a general election, 
when the voters would have an 
opportunity to bring about an ac- 


tual change of government, and of | 


methode of administration. If on 
the other hand, the eight bye-elec- 
tions result in the election of can- 
didates supporting, or friendly to, 
the government, that will practi- 
cally ensure the continuance in 


office of the present government | 


until the end of the present parlia- 
mentary term in 1922. 

One of the eight bye-elections is 
in the constituency uf Assiniboia. 
in Saskatchewan. This constitu- 
ency js vacant because the Union- 
ist member elected in 1917 was 
promptly rewarded for his treach- 
ery to the principles of Liberalism 
by appointment to the Senate. 

Hon. W. R. Motherwell, ex-min- 
ister of agriculture in the Martin 


government of Saskatchewan, has) 
been nominated by a Liberal con-| 


vention as opposition candidate. 


Mr. Motherwell has the distine-| 


tion of being one of the few cabi- 
net ministers in Canada who gave 
up position, power and salary in 
the assertion of his principles, as 
he did when he resigned from the 
Martin government. There is no 
question about Mr. Motherwell’s 
principles, or about his sincerity 
in their support. His record as 
head of the provincial agricultural 
department had the approval of 
the province at large. Mr. Moth- 
erwell is a representative farmer 
of the provincesof Saskatchewan, 
where he has lived and farmed 
during the greater part of his life. 
Surely his candidature will have 
the support of every one in the 
constituency who is opposed to tho 


policy, principles and administra- | 


tion of the Borden government? 
Not so, however. The Saskat- 
echewan Grain Growers’ Associa- 
tion have nominated a candidate, 
giving as a reason for their doing 
so their opposition to the Borden 
government, its policy and its ad- 
ministration.

\Ltd. explained that practically all 
their sugar came from the B. C. re- 
finery ‘but that five or six cars had 
|been bought in the east when pos- 
sible. During June, July and Aug- 
ust his firm had obtained 626,000 
pounds. The freight was 1.81 from 
Halifax; 1.65 from Montreal, while 
the B. C. refinery prepaid freight 
No restriction had been imposed by 
the refineries as far as he was a- 
ware. 

“Ig it true that the three western 
provinces are recognized as pre- 
serves of the B.C. refinery ” asked 
Mr. Mustard. 

“Not to my knowledge. In fact 
jeastern refiners have in other years 
jwired their brokers in the west to 
dispose of any surplus they might 
{have from time to time. It is al- 
most entirely a question of prohibl- 
tive freight rates.” 

Dealing with the vast area which 
Edmonton wholesale houses now have 
to serve Mr. Cooper said that the B.C, 
lrefinery warehouse in Edmonton dure 
ing ordinary times kept from twenty: 
|to twenty-five carloads of sugar in 
jstock for out of town customers, No 
lstock had been kept here for some 
time. Nor did Alberta wholesalers 
order sugar in advance of the pre- 
serving season. The first intimation 
lof any shortage was when the short- 
jage was actuually on, last June. 
lthat time less than half the normal 
lsupply had been obtainable. It was 
lcustomary to place orders and re- 
ceive sugar in five to eight days 
during normai times. 

When pressed as to the existence 
of “hoards” in the province Mr. Coop- 
er said he had heard of only one, this 
being at the provincial asylum, at 
| Ponoka. 

Export Abroad the Onuse F 

As for the reason for the shortage 
in Canada he was emphatic in de- 
clarimg it to be the resuit of allowing 
huge exportations from eastern re- 
finers to European countries, the

“In France, as in other industrial 
countries of Europe, and also in the 
United States, the campaign of the In- 
dustrial and urban classes, with €ov- 
ernmenta] support, for the reduction 


prices of ‘necessaries’ at comforiabie 
leveis, etc. io in the last reson direct- 
ed against the agricultural producers. 
It is they who are intended to bear 
in the end—-whatever may be gaid of 
middlemen, profiteers and the like in 
the meantime—the burden of toil Im- 
plied by the doctrine of the industrial 
workers that the time has now arrived 
for them to work bess and receive 
higher remuneration for their labor, 
to add to the comforts and eatisfac- 
tions of their lives by producing less 
while suffering less while suffering no 
diminution of the products they 
themselves consume, and, in short, to 
achieve the millennial condition of 
having ‘work ‘but a mere incident in 
their lives.’ In the United States the 
agricultural producers are beginning 
to show great impatience at the selec- 
tion of their class to work long hours 
for a relatively amall comipenmsation to 
the en? that the industrial workers 
may work shorter hours at a relative- 
ly higher comipensation.
